men. 
The 1C to 1 free silter proposi- 


tion, therefore, is claA legislation of as- 
tonishing mngoitude; for our mint can 
coin about 40 million ounce? of silver 
nnnually and ns the profit of such coin- 
age—so long aa silver coins are kept at a 
pjrity with gold—would be about 47 
cents per ounce, tbe annual, the aggre- 
gate annual profit, which it is proposed 
to turn over to the silver mine owners, 
would be about $19,000,000. 
'. It should be bourne in mind that' the 
full legal tender silver dollars we bow 
have were coined by the government 
from silver purchased at the market 
price, and the profit of sucl limited coin- 
age went into the Treasury'for the benc- 
juo.'all the people. And the govern- 
ment, by limitation of the coinage and 
Dy redeeming [he silver dollars through 
,he acceptance of them ins cad of gold 
for gold duties, maintains our present 
silver dollars a,' a parity with gold.

If private alive? is to be coined in un- 
jimited quantities and tbe profit go to 
inioe owners, then of course Ihe govern- 
iient will not and caunot assume the 
burden of maintaining them utpar with 


If. however, the government stamp 


should increase the value of silver only 
lor a short time—as would be the caacj — 
tad in due time (the mine 'owner reap- 
ing ibe profh of coinage in the mean- 
time) the silver-standard silvei dollar 
should ultimately depreciate to i»3 cents 
in gold or whatever 371>4' grains of sil- 
Jer bullion are worth, then only silver 
would be taken to the mints for ceiuage 
and kept in circulation as money, and 
gold would be driven from circulation
